One of the important questions which 
divides the Republican party from

The Republicans passed the 
resumption act in 1873, and since

payments, and in every platform which the 
party has adopted for the last three years, 
it has demanded the repeal of the law; or in 
other words the Democratic-Greenbackers 
d.*clare that the Secretary of thc Treas­ 
ury shall bs prohibited by Congress from 
paying out coin from the Treasury la re­ 
demption of the legal tender notes. 
The 
policy of the Republicans is to resume, and 
thus place gold, silver, and paper, upon 
the same footing. The Democratic-Green­ 
backers say we can’t resume without en- 
dancering the business interests of the 
country. Resumption is one of the steps 
we 
must 
take 
if 
we 
expect 
lo 
restore 
public 
confidence, 
re-establish trade, and build up all thc in­ 
dustries of the country. To say we can’t 
resume is to make a charge which the op­ 
ponents of resumption can not sustain. 
Secretary Sherman, who is one of the best 
fin inners in this country, is positive that 
hi can maintain resumption. 
The coin 
bal ince of the Treasury on thc 1st of No­ 
vember, was $237.659,CIG, and of this 
amount $134,231,865 was available for re' 
sumption purposes. On the first of Janu­ 
ary, 1S79. the amount of coin which will 
be set apart for resumption, will be even 
greater than the above sum *, so that the 
government can begin to pay out coin at 
the time named with a certainty that the 
policy will be successful. The faith of thc 
people In resumption is based upon the 
tact that the entire coin liabilities of the 
government will not be presented for pay­ 
ment. if every man in the country, who 
holds a legal tender note should demaud 
coin for U, common sense would dictate 
that resumption could never take place, be­ 
cause that would require 346 millions of 
coin with which to meet the claims. Re­ 
sumption is favored on the ground that not 
one dollar in ten of the legal tender notes 
will be presented for redemption. Why ? 
Because Greenbacks be lagoon a par with 
coin, and being much more easily carried 
about and handled than either gold or sil - 
ver, people will prefer them to coin. It is 
upon this theory, and this alone, that re­ 
sumption can be maintained. 
In less than sixty days, the vaults of the 
Treasury will be opened, and millions of 
gold and silver will bo brought out for gen­ 
eral circulation. The geld rooms will then 
be things of the past. There will be no 
power which can drive gold up or down. 
It will be held on a level with paper and 
there it will remain; and the present Con­ 
gress can't change it, and future Congresses 
will not dare to suspend specie payments. 
The Resumption Act, is virtually an order 
to 
the 
Secretary 
of the Treas­ 
ury, commanding him to redeem in 
coin the United States legal tender notes 
tUen outstanding, on their presentation for 
redemption at the office of the Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States, in the city 
of New York, and the very moment the 
first dollar of these notes is redeemed, the 
order has been obeyed, and thereafter it 
will require the suspension of specie pay­ 
ments to stop the Secretary from paying 
out coin, and any party which would at­ 
tempt a high-handed scheme of suspension 
in a time of profound peace, with the bal­ 
ance of trade in our favor, and with an ap* 
ward tendency of business throughout the 
country, will be crushed by the people. 
Resumption and prosperity march hand in 
hind, and tor both is thelRepublican party 
working.

In one corner stands 
their firearms stacked, in another an escri­ 
toire with the pens, ink, writing material 
and books b ro u g h t from the fort.

Custer 
painted on one and Mrs. Custer on the oth­ 
er. Hanging on the wall, just beside the 
desk and chair, is a splendid picture of 
Lawrence Barrett, and above the desk one 
oi Duke Alexis, both bosom friends of the 
jjcueral’s. One could remain in this room 
for hours and still find some new thing of 
interest, some relic of the brave dead. lo 
the parlor, on the wall, hangs a splendid 
bronze medallion, life size, and a beautiful 
oil p ain tin g of the General in his early 
daye 
On almost every line day old Mr. 
Custer, a tall, fine looking old gentleman, 
with bdow white hair and beard, may be 
seen riding the spirited blooded horse that 
belonged to and was used by the General. 
Mrs. Calhoun, the sister of General Cas­ 
ter, and widow ol Lieutenant Calhoun, is 
young and beautiful, with a sweet, sad ex­ 
pression. 
Mrs. Yates the widow of Cap­ 
tain George Yates, daughter of Colonel 
Minor Roberts and grand daughter of 
Judge Gibson, of Carlisle, Beno., lives 
a short distance from the Custers in acute 
little cottage, standing in a large lawn aud 
shaded by huge apple trees. 
Here, too, 
we find many relics—the swords, firearms, 
cap, aodrblood-stained gauntlets oi Captain 
Yates, and three little fatherless children— 
three little children born under the roof of 
Fort Lincoln and nursed by an Indian 
squaw. Although Mrs. Yates is still in 
her twenties, ber splendid suit of hair is 
silver gray. She is highly accomplished, 
speaks French and Portuguese, is a fine 
musician, and has a magnificent voice, 
trained almost to perfection. She has also 
great conversational powers, is extremely 
well read and witty, a wcman that can 
adapt herself to circumstances, and one 
well fitted to adorn society. 
She is at 
present devoted to the care and coiture of 
her little ones.

From the Southwest. 
Special Correspondence. 
W a t e r v i l l e , Kan., Oct. 28, 1878.—My 
friends in Hock county are aware thai I 
left Janesville several weeks ago tor At­ 
chison, which will be my future home. 
Atchison is situated on the left bank of the 
Missouri River and a dirtier, muddier 
river I never saw. The population of At­ 
chison numbers about ten or twelve thou­ 
sand. There are nine different railroads 
that make it their objective point. There 
are two first-class botels and any amount 
of poorer ones. The company I am at work 
for are patting up an immense building. 
One that goes way ahead of anything this 
side of Chicago. 
Their capacity will be 
about three thousand hogs a day, and will 
employ about three hundred hands. It will 
be completed about the middle of Novem­ 
ber. 
Last week I picked peach blossoms from 
the trees. 
They were starting in on a new 
crop. There are the finest apples grown 
here I ever saw. 
Winter wheat stands six 
to eight inches above the ground, and looks 
splendid. The farmers are doing their fall 
plowing and breaking. 
Tho breaking is 
done witn trom five to ten Yoke of oxen, 
and 
they 
tarn 
an immense amount 
of 
ground 
in 
a 
day, 
too. 
I was sent to this place about one hun­ 
dred miles from Atchison to see about get­ 
ting out gravel for the roof. While waiting 
tor tools to work with, a conductor invited 
me to take a ride out west with him. 
We 
went about fifty miles from bere, and 
passed through the finest section of coun­ 
try I ever saw. The further west you go, 
the hoer the country; would pass over great 
stretches of rolling prairie land, and not 
see a fence or tree for miles. The only 
trees growing, have been planted within 
the last few years, and arc the only ones 
to be seen, with the exception of little 
strips of woodland on the banks of small 
rivers, and they are few and far between. 
I never expected to see half the amount of 
game I hive 
during the past week. 
There 
are 
countless 
numbers 
of 
prairie and water-fowl. 
Every, morning 
we have quail on toast, and also have game 
dinners two or three times a 
week. I 
have met quite a number of Wisconsin and 
Chicago people at Atchison. I went to my 
hotel one night, and who should I see but 
an old acquaintance of mine, and a great 
many of you in the person of Tom Addy. 
In all parts of the btate you, will find peo­ 
ple who are improving the opportunity to 
secure large and profitable farms in the 
ettterpri6iog Kansas.

I Potato Bot. 
The subject of potato rot was introduc­ 
ed at the late meeting of the Elmira Farm­ 
er’s Club, New York, by the following 
communication of Ii S. Georgia: 
“My potatoes, I Hod, are very much af­ 
fected by soft rot, 
What course shall I 
adopt to save the rest ? It will .be neces­ 
sary to store them in pits. 
Will It be bet­ 
ter to dig the potatoes soon, or allow them 
to remain longer until the rot is over ? I 
used buckwheat chaff as a covering last 
year aod it did well. Can I do better this 
year ? 
President Hoffman—When our potatoes 
rotted badly a few.ycars ago, I thought the 
best course was to let them stay rn the 
ground until the worst was over, than try 
to save what was left. That is the best 
way now, I Believe. 
When they are affect 
I 
ed they will go, in or out of the ground, so I 
it is not worth while to expend labor upon 
them until the mischief is over. Chaff is 
as good a covering as can be used. With 
a liberal coating of that, but little earth 
will be needed. 
John Bridgman.—It seems that rot is 
often occasioned by frequent warm rains 
in the fall. It snch is the case, I think it is 
best to dig the potatoes and dry them weU.

It is said that more prairie schooners 
have sailed across this State during the 
present season than in any year since the 
war. They were all headed West. 
Mr. D. N. Kern, ot Pennsylvania, tells 
the Practical Farmer that twenty-four 
whole potatoes planted in an as many hills, 
with a handful of bran in each, gave a 
yield of three pecks, and the same number 
right alongside ci thern, but without bran, 
yielded only half a bushel. 
One acre of land will produce 1.000 bush 
els of sugar beets, which made into sugar 
will yield 4.800 pounds of sugar; or into 
vinegar, 5,000 gallons; or into proof spirit0, 
1.000 gallons. 
Such are the possibilities ot 
an acre of ground with proper skill and 
cultivation. 
Tne editor of Tho New England Farmer 
vouches for the statement that both sweet 
and sour apples grow on the same tree. 
The tr<.e stands in the orchard of Moo roe 
Mallo, c f Franklin, Massachusetts. Sweet 
aod sour apples grow on the same branches 
and some of the apples are sweet on one 
side and aour on the other. 
An Indiana paper says: 
“There is an 
lid tradition that when the husk on the 
corn ear is heavy the winter will be cold. 
The present corn crop has husks thicker 
than usual and if the observation holds 
good we will have Greenland weather dur­ 
ing the coming winter. 
Give tne cows good care and good feed 
daring the next few weeks. 
It is of great 
importance that they go into winter quar­ 
ters strong and in a growing condition. 
Now that the frosts have been severe 
enough to chick the growth of pasture aod 
injure the quality, au allowance of grain 
should be supplied as well as fodder of 
sowed corn, early cut hay, cabbages, pump* 
kins, or other feeds. The cows will do 
better to be kept in the stables these cold 
nights, especially if the pastures are a con­ 
siderable distance from the barn. It saves 
unnecessary exercise tor the cows, and 
labor of men or boys. By good care and 
liberal feeding the ll rn* of milk can be kept 
up so that it will pay to milk the cows 
twice a d*y until December or January, if 
they are to come in again in March or early 
in April. 


Oorn-Stalk Sugar—How to Make It. 
Professor Collier, of the Agricultura 
Department at Washington gives the fol­ 
lowing directions for making sugar from 
corn-stalks. 
I. Heat the freshly* xpr»s?td juice of 
the cane, sorghum, or rn size, in a copper 
or tinned iron vessel to a temperature, as 
shown by a thermometer suspended so 
that mercury bulb is immersed in juice, of 
180 degrees Fahrenheit, equal to 82 de­ 
grees centigrade. 
5. After the juice has been h*atid to 185 
degrees Fahrenheit, add jand stir into it 
one fluid ounce of cream of lime to each 
gallon of juice, or from Ave to 
seven 
pound I (pints) to each hundred gallons o! 
juice. 
3. After adding and stirring in the cream 
of lime beat the juice rapidly to the boil­ 
ing point. 
4. When it begius to boll shut off the 
beat to remove tne vessel containing the 
juice from the Are, and, as soon a9 the sed­ 
iment begins to settle draw off with a 
siphon the clear liquid from the top until 
at least nine-tenths of the whole quantity 
of juice has been thus removed, leaving a 
thick, muddy sediment at the bottom. 
5. Sweep out with a broom the muddy 
sediment into a bag, niter, and add the fil­ 
trate as it passes through the filterer to the 
c!<*ar liquid siphoned oil. 
C. To clear liquids thus obtained in 
sections fourth and fifth, which shin d be 
allowed to a temperature of 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit (equal to CO defirees cen ti­ 
grade) and not lower, there is now added 
of solution B one fluid ounce tj each gal­ 
lon of juice. At least enough of solution 
B is to be added to completely neutralize 
the lime in the juice, aud to determine this 
point a slip of blue litmus paper is dipped 
into the s button, when, it enough of solu­ 
tion B has been added, the blue color will 
be changed to red. 
(Solution B Is one of 
the inventor's chemical preparations.) 
7. 
Evaporate rapidly, skimming from 
time to time any scum which appears on 
the surface, and addiug solution B In small 
quantities if the boiling juice will not turn 
tne blue litmus paper red. 
8. 
When the thermometer in the boil­ 
ing juice indicates a temperature of 23G 
degrees (equal to 112 degrees centigrade) 
the syrup should be withdrawn from the 
fire, and it should be kept to crystalize in 
a room of about SO degrees Fahrenheit, 
equal to 27 degrees centigrade. To facili­ 
tate crystilizatlon, a few grains of granu­ 
lated sugar may ne added to the cooling 
syrup whco it has reached the tempera­ 
ture of IOO degrees Fahrenheit (equal to 
38 centigrade.)

Fiom the Prairie Farmer, 
borne principal reasons why a system ot 
mixed farming, winch includes the raising 
of stock largely, is surer and at the same 
time more profitable, is that thus the 
farm is kept up to its original fertility, 
aod, often, to increased fertility.

crops, however bad the season,

stock gives him cash returns twice a year 
if necessary, once in the spring from win- 
t r feeding and again in the autumn from 
pasturage.

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Kinds of Baxley. 
J ast at barley harvest the inquiry comes 
to us about the difference between two and 
six -rowed barley, and which is the best 
tor cul ivatioo. The six-rowed barley is 
the oldest, and, if in equally go d condi­ 
tion, it is worm an average ot IO cents p«r 
bushel more than the two-rowed, for the 
reason thai it is heavier and malts easier. 
Brewers, whose reputations depend ou 
the quality of their beer, pay liberally for 
the best barley, and it always pays to har­ 
vest with the greatest care. Slovenly care 
makes it the poorest crop a min can raise. 
For the !a>t five years barley has been au 
unprofitable crop either to sell or to teed. 
The two-rowed barley is a later quality, 
harder to geruitaale, but it® advantages 
are, stronger and longer straw, larger 
grain®, and by feeders is said to be more 
nutritious 
The six-rowid is the best for 
tirewerg, but the two rowed is the best for 
feeder® 
lo the middle Slates they usually 
sow two aud one-half bushels per acre. In 
the west it has not been the practice to 
s >w quite as much. It should always be 
sown early—as soon as the ground can be 
got ready tor it. In the northwest it can 
be profitably sown as soon as the surface of 
ihe ground is thawed three or four inches 
Fall plowing is the best for it, but the tests 
between broadcast and drilling have out 
established which is best. In all fall sow­ 
ing of grain, drilling is 
able to stand the winter better.—Iowa State 
BeguUr.

Lait evening tbe Common Council met 
pursuant to agreement. The Mayor pre­ 
sided and ail the members were present ex* 
cept Alderman Fitzgibbon, Hutchinson, 
Joyce and Lawrence. On motion ot Al­ 
derman McKinney a recess was taken to 
permit the organization of a citizens’ meet­ 
ing for the foil and free expression of opin­ 
ions concerning the water works question. 
Mayor Norcross was chosen to preside over 
this meeting and Mr. Mills, who has a pro­ 
position pending before the Conocli, was 
called upon as the first speaker. Mr. Mills 
commenced by entering Into a careful and 
exhaustive discussion of the necessity ot 
having pure water, but on being informed 
that the people had talked that all over, 
was induced to go at the direct aud practi­ 
cal issue of ** will It P*y ?” He thought it 
would pay. In many western cities water 
works had proved a failure but there were 
reasons which could be given for these 
failures. One of tbe items ot profit arising 
from water works was the saving in insur­ 
ance, and he cited figures to substantiate 
this claim. He also estimated the proba­ 
ble number of private consumers as eighty 
per cent. of all the inhabitants. At the 
end of three or fire] years there would 
without doubt be 9.C00 eonian mere in 
Janesville^ aud estimating, five as being 
the average number in a family, there 
would be 1,903 taken, which at $10 each 
would amount to $19,030 yearly. 
But es­ 
timating this at one half there would bo 
950 taken. By takers the figures of Lynn, 
Massachusetts, as a basis, he estimated the 
number of takers at the end of three years 
as 960. 
Tokiog Peoria, Des Moines, and 
Hyde Park as a bxsis ot estimation, would 
give for Janesville 850 takers. 
Thus by 
three different estimates, he deemed the 
number of takers at the end of three years 
would be between 858 and 1000. 
If this 
number could be secured the waterworks 
would be a success. 
Tbe. question being 
asked where he would get .bis supply ol 
water, he remarked that he would give as 
good water as that of Spring Brook. He 
had guaged the water flow there, and had 
found that it gave about 7,C00.000 gallons 
every twenty-four hours. He had also 
looked at Roethlnger’a well at tbe brewery, 
and found that It gave forty gallons a min­ 
ute with sixty revolution* of the pump 
This would reduce the water about a foot, 
and then it remained at that level. It was 
evident that there.was enough water of a 
pure, healthful quality about here to sup­ 
ply two or three such cities. He, did not 
care to tell exactly where he would get bis 
supply, as be could not decide fully upon 
that until he bad consulted with his part­ 
ners in the east, but he would guarantee 
that the water should be pure and health­ 
ful. 
City Clerk Burgess thought tho best 
way to do was to decide where good wa­ 
ter could be obtained and then see what a 
company could build the works there for. 
He did not believe that water could be 
purified by filtration. It was like the old 
woman who tired to get some impure wa­ 
ter out of the milk, by straining it. 
Ii 
couldn’t be done. 
A discussion of chemical impurities was 
indulged in by Messrs. Burgess, Hodson 
and Mills and others, which was cat sbcrt 
by Dr. Martin ,who said that they had not 
come there to discuss chemistry, but to de­ 
termine whether they could have pare 
water and plenty of it. 
Mr. Mills would 
never go to the expense of fitting up water­ 
works unless he could give pure water, for 
if It was impure the people would not take 
it. Mr. Mills would not of course tell just 
where he would get the water from, for 
if he located a site, the property ^owners 
would shove up the price of the land. 
B. B. Eldredge thought that tbs question 
of pure or impure water could be settled 
by the contract, which should specify that 
the suppply should be pcre and healthful, 
and if analysis proved that it was not, the 
works could be rejected. As to the power 
of the Council to eater into a contract there 
was no difficulty in the way. 
A confact 
could be made subject to Bach legislation 
as might be necessary to carry It into ef­ 
fect At present the city had the right to 
expend $I0,0C3 a year 
for 
fire 
and 
tx 
general 
purposes, aud it was 
a fair presumption that it had the right to 
pay $7.0C3 for renting hydrants instead of 
paying a department. He was opposed to 
placing burdens on the city. The charter 
did not allow that, bat the city had tbe 
right to give private parties tho privilege 
of erecting such works. 
In case works 
were built tbe city should have an inspec­ 
tion of their construction, as the work pro­ 
gressed, so that Id case they wanted to 
purchase afterwards, they woald know 
whether the works were shabbily built or 
substantially. On one point he would like to 
hear some authoritative information. Would 
12 miles of pipe be sufficient to give fire 
protection to the city? 
Dr. Palmer informed those present that 
twenty cities of the size of Janesville and 
of about the same population were amply 
protected with an average of 12 J £ miles of 
pipe. Several engineers had mapped out 
this city and they varied in their estimates 
only from ll miles co 12J£ miles of pipe. 
Mr. Eldredge .explained another point. 
Some objected to water-werks because the 
streets where they lived would not be 
piped. It was well to remember that hose 
cauld be used so that a house a thousand or 
more feet from a hydrant could be pro­ 
tected from fire. 
Mr. M. C. Smith wanted to know if the 
people of this city wanted to tax themselves 
fora $120,000 debt, or interest on that 
amount, for the privilege of a few people ? 
Did the city want to build water* works for 
fire purposes ? Only £ few would use it 
for domestic purposes. He could see do 
difference between a contract to pay in­ 
terest on $120,000 and issuing bonds for 
that amount drawing interest. 
The city 
had now expended about $30,000 for fire 
engines, etc., and the department was the 
jest we ever had here. If It was urged 


that all tax payers should have fire protec­ 
tion, then pipes should be laid clear oat on 
Milton avenue, and down to the limit of 
Monterey, for there were heavy tax payers 
farther sway from the city center than 
where they proposed to lay pipes. 
Dr. Martin again came to the front. He 
urged that it would be no more expense 
for waterworks than it is now tor the Ore 
department. Daring the next 25 years the 
city would have to pay $7,500 a year, st 
least, tor fire purposes, and under the pres­ 
ent proposed plan they contd get better 
piotection for $7,000 a year. He thought a 
general expression of the people should be 
had, and therefore moved that on the com. 
ing election day the voters should be pro­ 
vided with slips which they should be 
allowed to cast in a ballot-box provided 
for that purpose,the issue being "for water­ 
works,” “against water-worxs.” This should 
give tbe Council an idea of how the people 
felt. 
Alderman McKinney seconded the mo­ 
tion. 
Mr. James Sutherland offered as a sub­ 
stitute the following: 
Resolved, that it I* tho *en*e of this meeting

that tho Council woald not be j unified In issuing 
bonds or creating a bonded debt for banding 
water work*, but that this meeting ie in favor of 
the Council enlenng into a judicious contract 
with some reliable compony, the company to take 
all risk In regard to the domestic supply. 
Mr. Sutherland remarked in support of 
his motion that a supply of good water 
could easily be secured either at Spring 
Brook or by digging wells at a proper dis­ 
tance from the river. As l&r as going into 
debt is concerned, there was no difference 
between agreeing to pay $7,000 a year, or 
arranging to spend that amount each year 
for a fire department. The universal testi­ 
mony was that by water works fires were 
more easily put out.! 
Mr. A. A. Jackson read from a decision 
of the Supreme Court showing that the 
Council possessed power necessary for en­ 
tering into such a contract. 
Mr. A. U. Baxter thought Dr. Martin’s 
motion a sound one. Before the Council 
should bind the city to pay a large amount 
of money there should be a general ex­ 
pression of tbe people 
The city now had 
a good reputation tor its financial standing, 
and it should not lessen its credit by going 
into an unwise scheme. 
It was easy to 
enter upon any expenditure, but it was al­ 
most impossible to prevent there being a 
gradual increase each year. An appeal 
had been made to the mechanics, to the 
effect that the building of water works 
would give activity to labor, but they 
should remember that mechanics would 
rush here from all points, and there would 
be great competition. If the surplus money 
accumulated by individuals each year was 
put into gradual improvements of property, 
the mechanics living here would receive 
all the benefit, and the money would be 
used up at home. It was not the rich men 
who would be most affected by expendi­ 
tures for water works, but the great middle 
classes. A rich mao could have bis taxes 
increased several hundred dollars, without 
having to curtail any personal comforts or 
luxuries, but it would come very hard upon 
the mechanic and workingman to pay even 
$5 additional taxes on his little homestead. 
For this reason tbe great mass of tbe peo­ 
ple should be consulted. 
Mr. Schatt thought the voters ought to 
know where tbe water was to come from. 
It would make a great difference in tbe 
votes. 
Mr.*.M. M. Pnelpj remarked that lf the 
citizans voted for w&ter-works there would 
be nothing accomplished. 
The Council 
would not then know whether the people 
wanted the city to build them, or some 
company. 
Mr. EJ. F. Carpenter 
deemed Ibis 
point well taken. 
Mr. McKinney moved as an amendment 
to Dr. Martin’s motion that tbe slips be 
printed “tor water-works to be built by a pn 
vate corporation” and “against watei* works 
etc.” This amendment wis carried. 
Dr. Martin’s motion as thus amended 
was then carried, to the effect that next 
Tuesday the voters shall have a chance to 
declare by ballot tneir feelings on the sub­ 
ject. 
Tbe motion of Mr. Sutherland which 
had been withdrawn for the time being 
was then called u p . 
By request it w as 
divided into two questions, tbe first being 
“that it is thesense of this meeting that 
the Council should not create a bonded 
debt by having the city build 
water­ 
works,” This was carried, the vote being 
rather light however. 
Mr. Jackson explained this saying that 
many wanted to have the matter more 
definitely stated as regarded a company 
building the works. He amended tbe sec­ 
ond part of Mr. Sutherland’s motion so 
that it read: 
“ We are In favor of the Commou Coun­ 
cil entering into a contract with some reli­ 
able company, provided the city can have 
125 hydrants, and twelve miles of main, for 
an annual rental not to exceed $7,500.” 
This wcs carried by an enthusiastic and 
unanimous vote, and the citizens’ meeting 
adjourned.

Lamp. 
In calling attention to this new Safety 
Lamp, it may ba well to consider tbe as­ 
tounding loss cf lite and property which 
annually occurs in the United Slates by 
usiog ordinary lamps. In tbe year 1875, it 
is estimated that over thirty-eight million 
dollars worth of property were destroyed 
by the upsetting and exploding of kero­ 
sene lamps. 
In the years 1876 and 1877 the loss of 
life was much greater, reaching the enor­ 
mous number of nearly six thousand in 
the former year. 
Tbe deaths caused by 
lamp accidents are mainly those ot women 
and children, while the number of disfig­ 
ured for life is absolutely appalling. 
All that our Safety Lamps (so called) 
can be said to do is to provide against ex­ 
plosions. While it is well known that the 
greater number of lamp accidents are 
caused by the overturning or falling ot 
lamps, thus causing the oil to become ig­ 
nited setting everything in dimes with 
everything with whch it comes in contact.
